The covering letter is from Premier 
Clemenceau, president of the 
Peace 
conference, to Count von Broekdorff- 
Huntzau, president of the German dele 
gatlon. 
In this letter M. Clemenceau 
says: 
"The Allied and associated powers 
have given the most earnest consider­ 
ation to the observation of the Ger­ 
man delegates on the draft treaty of 
peace. 
The reply protests against the 
peace on the ground that It conflicts 
with the terms upon which the armi­ 
stice of Nov. ll, ISAIS, was signed and 
that it is a peace of violence and not 
a peace of Justice. The protest of the 
German delegation shows that they 
fail to understand the 
position 
in 
which Germany stands today. 
They 
seem to think that Germany hts only 
to 'make sacrifices in order to attain 
peace.* as lf this were hut the end of 
some mere struggle for territory and 
power.

sary to begin their reply by a clear 
statement of the Judgment

Crime Against Humanity. 
"In the view of the Allied aud asso­ 
ciated lowers the war which began 
on Aug. ll. 1914, was the greatest 
crime against humanity and freedom 
of the people that any nation calling 
Itself civilized has ever consciously 
committed.

U. S. Cavalry and Negro Infantrymen 
Take Rebel Trenches and Prison­ 
ers After Bantling In Open— Ac­ 


tion Declared Not an Invasion.

17.— American 
troops that participated In the ex­ 
pedition against the Villa rebels 
in and near Juarez are billeted in 
barracks on the American side.
